Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-14 is allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claims 1 and 8, cited prior art does not disclose nor 
suggest a plurality of modules removably interconnected with one 
another to form an assembly line with at least one of said modules 
being configured to perform an operation different than other of said 
modules. Regarding claim 14, the cited prior art does not disclose 
nor suggest said continuous conveyor member defines a closed 
loop resting upon at least said modules while transporting the tires 
in a first direction and supported by said modules while moving in a 
return direction.
